ARMED police officers swarmed 
a quiet street in Bookham on Sun¬ 
day night after a man was shot in 
the shoulder in an apparent mur¬ 
der attempt. 

The victim, a man in his 20s, 
was rushed to St George’s Hospi¬ 
tal in Tooting, after being shot in 
Middlemead Road, Bookham, at 
about 8.30pm. 

He has undergone surgery and 
remains in a serious but stable 
condition in hospital after the at¬ 
tack on Sunday, November 6. 

Armed response units from 
Surrey Police were called to the 
area, and despite searches, were 
unable to find the suspects. 

Enquiries made by the Surrey 
and Sussex Major Crime Team re¬ 
main ongoing to identify and trace 
those responsible. 

Surrey Police is now appealing 
for witnesses to the attack. 


Detective Chief Inspector Paul 
Rymarz, who is leading the inves¬ 
tigation, said: “I would like to re¬ 
assure the local community that 
we are carrying out a full and 
thorough investigation into this 
incident. 

“I would also like to reassure 
people that we do not believe that 
there is any threat to the wider 
public. 

“We would like to speak to 
anyone who was in the Middle¬ 
mead Road area about the time 
of the incident and may have in¬ 
formation which could help us 
with our enquiries, particularly 
if you saw anyone acting suspi¬ 
ciously, or any suspicious-look¬ 
ing vehicles in the area at the 
time.”

Town centres manager backs project for Saxon burial site 

Every little vote helps

AN ancient burial ground in 
the heart of Ewell village could 
receive a makeover funded by 
shopping bag charges. 

Tesco stores in Leatherhead, 
Ashtead, Banstead, Epsom and 
Ewell are hosting a poll for var¬ 
ious community improvement 
projects, including one at The 
Grove in Ewell High Street, as 
part of its Bags of Help scheme. 

The supermarket giant diverts 
funds raised by its 5p carrier bag 
charge toward local causes. 

Ewell traders, Ewell Resi¬ 
dents’ Association, Ewell Grove 
School and the town centres 
manager for Epsom, Ewell, 
Stoneleigh are urging residents 
to cast their vote for the project. 

The potential improvements 
would see a re-design of the en¬ 
trance to The Grove, which is 
situated between cafe All Things 
Nice and the Country Clothing 
Store, as well as the replacement 
of the tired broken phone box 
there with a traditional red one 
which would be used as a small 
children’s library. 

Children’s books would be 
available from the phone box 
through a swap system similar 
to those found at train stations. 

It is up against other com¬ 
munity projects for a pong for 
Priest’s Hill in Egham and an 


outdoor performance space for 
the Therfield School in Leather- 
head. 

Alanna Coombes, town cen¬ 
tres manage for Epsom, Ewell, 
Stoneleigh, said: “The Grove is 
a pocket of peace in the heart 
of the village, the walkway to 
the school and a pleasant cut 
through to the shops. 

“It’s vital to the village and yet 
its entrance doesn’t do it justice. 

“We want to smarten it up and 
crucially replace the broken, 
ugly phone box with a tradition¬ 
al red phone box used as a micro 
children’s library” 

The Grove was a Saxon buri¬ 
al ground. The site would have 
been chosen as a burial ground 
because it would have been eas¬ 
ier to dig through the sandy 
earth there, according to David 


Brooks, museum assistant at 
Bourne Hall. 

Nicci Potts, co-owner of local 
business, All Things Nice- who 
would look after the library if 
the vote goes Ewell’s way - urged 
residents to back plans. 

She said: “The need for change 
- especially of the horrible 
phone box - is ringing bells with 
lots of businesses and residents 
in the village. The children are 
really keen on the idea of the mi¬ 
cro library which we think could 
be a real asset to the village.” 

Voting runs until November 
13 at the following Tesco stores: 
Leatherhead superstore, Ruxley 
Lane, Epsom train station, Ewell 
petrol station, Horton Express, 
Banstead Express and Crad¬ 
docks Parade, Ashtead.

Families hit in pocket 
by a new benefits cap

FAMILIES in London and sur¬ 
rounding areas will be hardest 
hit by new benefit caps which 
come into force from Monday, 
November 7. 

Across the country, 88,000 
households will be affected by 
the changes - with 22 per cent of 
those (19,000) in London and an¬ 
other 13 per cent (11,000) in the 
south east. 

The Government says bene¬ 
fits reductions will encourage 
people to work, but there are 
concerns about the detrimental 
impact this will have on families 
as at least half (51 per cent) of 
households affected will lose £50 
per week. 

Who will be affected? 

The cap applies to people aged 
16 to 64 years old, covering 88,000 
homes across the UK. 

The limit for couples with or 
without children living with 
them and single parent families 
is currently £26,000 per year. 

This will drop to £20,000 for 
those who live outside London 
and to £23,000 for those living 



Money talks: The new benefits cap comes into force 


within London. For single peo¬ 
ple living without children the 
current cap of £18,200 will drop 
to £13,400 for those living outside 
London and to £15,410 for those 
located within London. 

The south London borough 
which will be most affected is 
Croydon, where an estimated 
700 households will suffer.

Customers urged to 
check online accounts

CHECK your account if you 
bank with Tesco, as nearly 20,000 
customers had money stolen as a 
result of a weekend hack attack. 

The bank confirmed that of its 
136,000 current account holders, 
40,000 had seen suspicious trans¬ 
actions over the weekend, while 
money had been fraudulently 
withdrawn from around 20,000 
accounts. 

A spokesman would not dis¬ 
close the total amount that has 
been stolen from the accounts, 
adding that the incident is cur¬ 
rently being treated as a “crimi¬ 
nal investigation”. 

“Tesco Bank can confirm that, 
over the weekend, some of its 
customer current accounts have 
been subject to online criminal 
activity, in some cases result¬ 
ing in money being withdrawn 
fraudulently,” chief executive 
Benny Higgins said in a state¬ 
ment. 

The bank has temporarily fro¬ 
zen online transactions as part 
of emergency security meas¬ 
ures, and was earlier forced to

block some customers’ cards 
after “suspicious activity” was 
detected in its fraud prevention 
system. 

Mr Higgins issued an apology 
to customers and said the bank 
would refund accounts as soon 
as possible. 

“We apologise for the worry 
and inconvenience that this has 
caused for customers, and can 
only stress that we are taking 
every step to protect our custom¬ 
ers’ accounts. 


“We can reassure customers 
that any financial loss as a result 
of this activity will be resolved 
fully by Tesco Bank, and we are 
working to refund accounts that 
have been subject to fraud as 
soon as possible,” he said. 

A spokesman would not pro¬ 
vide any details about how Tesco 
Bank would finance the refunds, 
saying the focus is on “doing the 
absolute right thing” for account 
holders. 

Mr Higgins said customers af¬ 
fected by the block will still be 
able to withdraw cash and use 
other services like chip and pin 
payments, while bill payments 
and direct debits “will continue 
as normal”. 

Customers have since taken to 
social media to vent their frus¬ 
trations. 

One man tweeted his availa¬ 
ble balance had dropped by £700 
without him making a transac¬ 
tion. 

Others complained about a 
lack of communication from the 
bank and hours spent on hold. 

“We have been hacked, all 
money gone, no email or text! 
Appalling response from Tesco 
so far #nobodyanswering,” one 
tweeted.

IT IS official - train journeys between 
Croydon and Brighton have been the 
most unreliable in the UK over the past 
three months. 

Travel search engine GoEuro studied 


journey times, delays and cancellations 
across the UK and found that 58 per cent 
of trains between Croydon and Brighton 
were delayed by more than five minutes. 

By comparison, 96 per cent of services 
between Stansted and Cambridge were 
found to arrive within five minutes of 
their scheduled arrival times. 

In London the average train was de¬ 
layed by three minutes 40 seconds, while 


in the south-east a typical journey is held 
up by five minutes 45 seconds. 

A GoEuro spokesman said: “Unfortu¬ 
nately, we’ve found that the south-east is 
one of the most delayed parts of the UK.” 

The travel search engine compiled data 
using Recent Train Times, which con¬ 
tains the actual times of all passenger 
trains that have run in England, Wales 
and Scotland over the past three months. 


Heads oppose 
new grammars 

ALL 64 secondary school headteachers 
in Surrey have signed an open letter to 
the prime minister and education secre¬ 
tary expressing their “vehement oppo¬ 
sition” to the Government’s proposals 
for grammar schools. 

The open letter was also sent to the 
county’s 11 MPs including Epsom and 
Ewell MP and transport secretary Chris 
Grayling, Runnymede and Weybridge 
MP and Chancellor Philip Hammond 
and Esher and Walton MP Dominic 
Raab this week. 

The Government is currently con¬ 
sulting on plans to reverse Labour’s 
1998 ban on new grammar schools. In 
a Department for Education statement, 
a spokesperson affirmed the Govern¬ 
ment’s position, adding that it aims to 
“provide stretching education for the 
most academically able, regardless of 
their background”. 


Man cleared of 
2 sex assaults 

CHESSINGTON man Peter Eden has 
been found not guilty of attacking two 
girls in SW19. 

Mr Eden, 59, of Roebuck Road, Chess- 
ington, faced eight counts of serious 
sexual assault against a seven-year-old 
and a six-year-old girl. 

June 1: Chessington man Peter Eden 
pleads not guilty to historic sexual as¬ 
sault against two young girls. 

It had been alleged the assaults took 
place in the SW19 area between May 26, 
1971, and February 15, 1973, when Mr 
Eden was aged between 15 and 17. 

His trial began at Kingston Crown 
Court on October 17. 

He had always denied the charges, 
and was found not guilty on all counts 
by a jury today, November 8. 


Driver injured 
after accident 

FENCES were smashed, debris, includ¬ 
ing a car’s engine, littered the road, and 
a driver was hospitalised following a 
car crash in the early hours of Sunday 
morning. 

Surrey Police’s Road Patrol Unit was 
called to the crash site in Winkworth 
Road, Banstead, at about 4am on Sun¬ 
day, November 6. 

A Surrey Police spokesman said: “No 
arrests have been made. 

“The driver has been discharged from 
hospital and enquiries are on-going.”

Worrying about keeping your rental 
deposit? Here are some tips to ensure 
you hold on to every penny... 



TENANCY AGREEMENT: Always 
read your tenancy agreement - it lays out 
what is and isn't expected of you. Some 
landlords allow pictures to be hung as long 
you fill in any nail holes and re-decorate 
at the end of your tenancy, some specify 
that they do not. Stick to the agreement. If 
hanging pictures is important to you, there 
are other things you can do to personalise 
your rental home. 

PHOTOGRAPHS: Take your own 
automatically dated photographs and 
pay proper attention to the ones within 
an inventory. Always make notes of any 
existing damage so that you can't be 
blamed for it. This will safeguard you for 
the future should a particularly disgruntled 
landlord try to find excuses for withholding 
your deposit. 

Tenancy Deposit Protection 
Scheme: Ensure your deposit is held in a 
Tenancy Deposit Protection Scheme. 

There are three of these in England 
and Wales and different ones in 
Scotland and Northern Ireland where it 
should be held in a separate client monies 
account. 

These schemes give both the landlord 
and the tenant peace of mind that the 
deposit monies have been lodged in safe 
hands. Martin & Co uses the Deposit 


Protection Scheme (DPS). 

BILL PAYMENT: Make sure your rent 
and bills, such as gas, electricity, telephone 
and broadband are all paid promptly. It's 
your responsibility as a tenant to take care 
of these utilities, unless otherwise stated 
in your agreement. Failure to do so may 
cause problems and give your landlord 
grounds to terminate your tenancy - 
particularly if you fall into debt. 

REPORT REPAIRS: Although 
allowances can be made for general 
wear and tear depending on the length of 
the tenancy agreement, it is a landlord's 
decision on what is reasonable and what 
is excessive dilapidation, so it's essential 
you report any required repairs as soon 
as possible and that you carry out those 
such as a blocked sink or toilet caused by 
you. This will also put you in 'model tenant' 
territory and maintain a good relationship 
with your landlord. 

BASIC HOUSEKEEPING: Keep 
the property clean and tidy.

it in accordance with the inventory and 
schedule of condition. Carpets should be 
cleaned regularly, as well as a general 
deep clean every quarter to ensure your 
home remains manageable. You may find 
it useful to follow a cleaning checklist to 
provide top tips on how to keep your rental 
home in tip top condition. 

FLOOR PROTECTION: Protect wooden 
floors with castors on furniture legs and 
wheels. Rugs over open spaces not only 
help to reduce damage to floors but 
also add warmth and texture into your 
home. Floors can scratch easily, therefore 
prevention is far better than cure in this 
case. 

GARDENING: If any gardening is 
required, this would normally be outlined 
in the agreement. Some landlords offer 
their own gardener and include the 
expense in the rent.

Jack was inspired to raise money and

| treated at The Royal Marsden in Sutton. 

In February 2014, while studying physiology 
I at Glasgow University, Neil was diagnosed with 
Acute Lymphoblastic Leukaemia. After several 
months of chemotherapy treatment, he went into 
remission and returned to his studies. 

Neil said: “I met Jack when he visited The 
Royal Marsden’s Oak Centre for Children and 
Young People on Christmas Eve 2014. He was 
really nice and down to earth and we just chatted 
about football and his shows. He is such a big 
star so it was amazing that he spent the time 
talking to us all.” 

Unfortunately, in April 2016, Neil relapsed 
but this time was in need of a bone marrow 
transplant. Thanks to support from Anthony 
Nolan, a match was found for Neil and he 
received the transplant in October. 

He said: “I always thought that being a donor 
meant I’d be dragged off to hospital and come 
out without a lung or kidney. Bone marrow 
donation is nothing like that. 

“It simply involves an injection to increase the 
production of your bone marrow cells, and then 
you’re hooked up to a machine, where those 
excess bone marrow cells are collected from 
your blood and given to someone who needs 
them - like me.” 

Neil is currently recovering from his transplant 
in hospital and has bought his nurses tickets to 
the Backchat show to say thank you for the care 
he has received. 

He said: “This amazing journey that I am on 
would not have been possible without the help 
and support of various groups of people and 
organisations. 

“My on-going thanks go to The Royal Marsden 
in Sutton which has become my second home, 
and all the staff that work there, namely the 
consultants, nurses, catering staff, social 
workers, porters and anyone else who has had to 
put up with me. 

“Further thanks go to organisations like 
Anthony Nolan who were instrumental in finding 
my donor.

WALNUT AND BLUEBERRY 

BROWNIES 

TIME: 1 HOUR * SERVES 6 * LEVEL 


WHAT YOU NEED: 2 large eggs, 
lOOg wholemeal spelt flour, 50g 
dark moscovado sugar, 50 caster 
sugar, 5 pitted medjool dates, lOOg 
dark chocolate 70%, 25g cocoa 
powder, 50g unsalted butter, lOOg 
Greek yoghurt, 1 tsp vanilla essence, 
1/2 tsp baking powder, 85g walnuts, 
250g blueberries, Salt. 

METHOD: These brownies use 
wholemeal spelt flour - and I've sub¬ 
stituted half the butter using Greek 
yoghurt and used sugar made-up 
caster sugar, unrefined dark mos¬ 
covado sugar and dates (which are 
rich in fibre and nutrients). We also 
used three-quarters of the sugar 
to make the brownies a little less 
sweet. If you want a more fudgy and 
sweeter brownie add another 50g of 
one of the sugars and take out the 
baking powder. Makes about 12 x 
7cm x 5cm brownies. Preheat oven 
to 180C, Gas 4. 

Prepare the baking tin. Butter 
and line a 20-cm square baking tin. 
Melt the chocolate. Put the butter 
and the chocolate in a thick bot¬ 
tomed pan on very low heat or in a 
bowl over a pan of boiling water. Stir 


infrequently and gently. 

Mix the dry ingredients. In a bowl 
mix the cocoa powder, flour and 
baking powder. Set aside. Beat the 
sugar, eggs, dates, vanilla and salt. 
Chop the dates and put in a bowl 
with the eggs, brown sugar and a 
pinch of salt. Beat with a hand mixer 
for 10 minutes until very light. 

Mix the wet ingredients. Pour the 
melted chocolate slowly into the egg 
and sugar mix, stir with a spoon to 
combine. 

Make the batter. Add the dry 
ingredients into the wet and stir 
carefully, add the yoghurt and fold 
gently. Then add the walnuts and 
blueberries folding to combine. 
Bake the brownies. Pour into the 
baking tin and spread evenly. Scat¬ 
ter the remaining walnuts and blue¬ 
berries over the brownies. Bake for 
20 - 25 minutes. Test with a wood¬ 
en skewer, it should be at the point 
where batter and crumbs still cling 
onto the stick but before the stick 
comes out completely clean. 

Cool and serve. Cool the brown¬ 
ies and remove from the tin cut into 
squares.
